Mayor Gaynor had a few things to say 
vesterday about the Grand Jury’s report 
on vice and crime and police. 

‘‘It would be ungracious for me to find 
fault with their report, since it is favor- 
able,” said the Mayor. ‘** They 
helped to dispose of the vile 
against this city, that it is a place given 
over to vice and crime. Nevertheless, I 
desire to say that no Grand Jury has any 
jurisdiction whatever to pass on the con- 
duct of the police authorities or any 
other public officials, or to assume to ad- 
vise them in any way, or to criticise or 
condemn them except by indictment. To 
do so would be mere impertinence, even 
though advised by a Judge. 

‘The business of a Grand 
inquire into the commission of crimes 
and to indict where they find crimes 
were committed. I would not think of 
meddling in the business of a Grand Jury, 
nor would I suffer any Grand Jury to 
meddle with me by way of advice. I say 
this with no ill-will, Judge Mulqueen 
charged all of this to a Grand Jury a 
few days ago. He was entirely correct. 

‘*‘The Grand Jury’s report has not been 
gent to me. If it should be I shal] send 
it back with a letter that the Grand Jury 
has no right to meddle with public offi- 
cilals by way of advice, as I did a year 
ago in the case of presentments of Grand 
Juries of Queens and Kings Counties.” 

Those who are in a position to observe 
closely the relations between Mayor Gay- 
nor and Commissioner Cropsey said ves- 
terday that the breach between the two 
officials had been widening for several 
weeks.

SAYS LIFE CAME WITH LIGHT. 


Germs Were Brought Here from Other 
Worlds, Prof. Arrhenius Asserts. 


Prof. Soante Arrhenius discussed tn the 
City College yesterday the question of 
how life came upon this earth. 

“The theory of spontaneous genera- 
tion having been picved impossible, we 
are reduced fo belleving that all life comes 
from preceding life,” he said. “ And since 
our earth was originally in a condition 
absolutely inimicable to life, it must have 
come from other worlds. 

“One theory maintains that meteors 
falling upon our earth brought germs of 
life. This idea, however, is not plausible. 
Meteors become white hot on passing 
through our atmosphere, which would de- 
stroy any life which might have existed 
upon them. 

“ About the only other thing which ar- 

rives on this earth from far away globes 
is light. This form of energy, rushing 
through space at 186,000 miles per sec- 
opd, became the carrier of the first life 
fhich took root on the earth. In the 
form of tiny spores, life germs, they were 
planted upon fertile soil, and through the 
process of evolution eventually became 
even man himse'f.’’

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., May 18.— 
William G. McAdoo, builder of the Hudson 
tunnels, and Mrs. J. Borden Harriman 
were injured to-day when an automobile 
in which they were riding overturned in a 
sandy stretch. of road between Freehold 
and Matawan. Mr. McAdoo has two ribs 
broken. Mrs. Harriman escaped with a 
few cuts and bruises. 

Mr. McAdoo and Mrs. Harriman, both 
of whom are Directors of the Preventort- 
um at Farmingdale, were returning from 
a visit of inspection to that place when 
the accident happened. Mr. McAdoo was 
driving the car, which belonged to an 
official of his company. Its overturning 
threw both out of their seats. They were 
found by a party of motorists who passed 
over the road soon after the accident, 
and were carried to St. Peter’s Hospital 
here in the other automobile. 

Although in considerable pain from his 
injuries, Mr. McAdoo dictated this state- 
ment soon after he had been brought to 
the hospital: 

‘Mrs. Borden Harriman is Vice Pres- 
ident and a Director, and I am also 4a 
Director of the Preventorium at Farm- 
ingdale. We had gone down there to iIn- 
spect the place, and on the return home 
had reached the crest of a hill and 
started downward when we came upon 
a lot of soft, sandy earth, with which 
the road was being repaired. The car 
skidded badly and overturned. 

‘‘“We had a very lucky escape. Mrs. 
Harriman fortunately escaped with 
slight injuries, whereas I sustained two 
broken ribs. My injuries are painful, but 
not serious, 

‘‘We found the Preventorium in excel- 
lent condition and the work which Is 
being carried on under the Presidency of 
Mr. Marcus Marks progressing most sat- 
isfactorily. There are at present thirty or 
forty children under treatment. The Pre- 
ventorium bids fair to become one of the 
most important institutions in the coun- 
try for the cure or prevention of tubercu- 
losis. Children threatened or who have 
parents with tuberculosis are taken to it, 
and by good administration, with good 
food and fresh air, the results are grati- 
fying.” 

Dr. George D. Stewart of New York, 
Mr. McAdoo’s physician, wat summoned 
to-night. He and Dr. Howard C. Voor- 
hees of this city will care for Mr. Me- 
Adoo until he can be removed to his home 
in New York. It was said at the hos- 
pital to-night that his injuries, while 
painful, were not dangerous. 

Mrs. Harriman was only slightly hurt, 
it was said at the hospital, her injuries 
consjsting only of bruises, cuts, and a 
general shaking.

MEN MAY MAKE TROUBLE 


Fierce Mountaineers WI] Perhaps Dis. 
like Going Back to Work—Madere 
Won't Have Reyes In Ministry, 
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Special to The New York Times, 

JUAREZ, May 18.—Francisco I, Mae 
dero, Jr., the Provisional President of 
Mexico, expects to leave here for Mexico 
City at the invitation of Sefior de Ia 
Barra within the next two or three days. 
He will not depart to-morrow, but it {tg 
certain that he will be either on his way 


or ready to start on Saturday night or 
Sunday morning. 


The little insurrecto leader who made 
Diaz agree to step down and out is the 
happiest man in all Juarez to-day, and 
when he leaves for Mexico City he id 
confident that it will mean the end of 
the present troublous conditions in the 


republic and the beginning of an era: of 
permanent tranquillity. 


Sefior Madero, in talking with the news« 
Paper correspondents to-day, said that 
no man in Mexico could be more accept- 
able to the revolutionists as the guo- 


cessor of Diaz than would be.Sefior de Ja 
Barra, the present Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. Furthermore, it can be Stated 
that the insurrecto Iéader believes that 
he and Sefior de la Barra will be able 
to work together in perfect harmony in 
a political reorganization of the repub- 
lic. 

“There is no better man for the posi< 
tion he is destined to occupy than is 
Sefior de la Barra,” said Madero, “and I 
shall be glad to go to Mexico City to work 
with him for the interests of our country. 
I am fully convinced that Eefior de la 
Barra and inyself will be able to work to- 
gether in perfect accord.” pwn 

Before Madero leaves Juarez orders will 
be issued, according to Dr. Gomez, the 
provisional Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
which wi'l take the greater part of the 
insurrecto force now occupying this city 
to other points. One part, under Gen. 
Orozco, will go to Chihuahua, to be the 
garrison of that city pending the new 
election for National officers which will 
i: follow the resignation of Gen. Diaz and 
ithe temporary Presidency of Sefior de la 
| Barra. The other part of the force, the 
{commander of which is yet to be desig- 
inated, will be sent into the State of 
| Coahuila, to be the garrison of that State. 

As regards the status of Orozco, the 
| Officials of the Provisional Government 
'in this city declare that they have abso- 
|lute confidence in his loyalty to Madero. 
land the cause of the revolution. They say 
that Orozco has always been for peace 
under certain conditions, and they voint 
out that the conditions have now been 
met by the Diaz Government. The fact 
that Orozco will command the troops in 
the great State of Chihuahua during the 
period of reconstruction is pointed out as 
an additional indication of the confi- 
dence that Madero and the Provisional] 
Government place in the hot-headed sol- 
dier. 

Orozco himself says he is satisfied with 
the terms on which peace is now being 
negotiated, and is glad the end of the 
troubles appear to be in sight. 

Col. Blanco is another officer whose 
attitude in the present peace movement 
has been a question of speculation. Blane 
co commands the cavalry detachment that 
guards Madero’s headquarters in this city, 
and is considered one of the chiefs most 
devoted to him. There seems no reason 
to doubt his loyalty te Madero, 

As for Villa, the most hot-headed chief- 
tain of them all, Madero himself an- 
nounced this afternoon that Villa had 
quit the insurrecto army and the United 
States gains a new citizen—at least, Villa 
said that it did this afternoon. Vila 
appears to be entirely out of sympathy 
with everything, and when he told Ma- 
dero to-day that he was through he shook 
his raven locks anad exclaimed that to- 
morrow he would move into the United 
States, there to remain until further no- 
tice. 

“Y am going to be an American citl- 
zen,” he said to a friend, ‘‘and when I 
cross the border to-morrow I cease to be 
a Mexican.” 

Gen. Villa made his preliminary fare- 
well to Mexico this.afternoon. He rode 
into El Paso at the head of twenty of his 
most trusted men, his purpose being to 
'“ show off,’’ as one of his Lieutenants 
| put it. He was afraid, it was pointed out, 
that the E] Pasoans did not really ap- 
preciate what a fine citizen Uncle Sam 
was about to obtain. When Villa ap- 
peared at the American end of the bridge 
the soldiers searched him and all his 
men, but none of them was armed, and 
they were permitted to ride into the city. 
the horsemen, 
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dressed in the picturesque of 
Chihuahua mountaineers, rode 
San Jacinto Plaza, where they posed for 
pictures, and then they circled the city 
and rode back into Mexico. ‘To-morrow, 
when Villa appears at the American end 
of the bridge, the United States immigra- 
tion authorities, it is rumored, will have 
a few questions to ask him. 

These are the men whose approval of 
; the peace programme has been considered 
‘the most doubtful. The others are all 
iregarded as loyal. The foreigners have 
| practically all quit, and so their opinion

‘hundreds who will not relish going back 
to the plow and ending the good time 


they have been having in this city is 
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‘certain. In particular is this true of the 
division that has been commanded by 
Villa, and to-night many are wondering 
what the attitude of these flerce motin- 
taineers will be when they learn that 
their chief has decided to become & 
* gringo.”’ 

It was Madero himself who announced 
the resignation of Villa, but he did not 
appear to be greatly grieved over his 
loss. 

The question as to the future of the in- 
surrecto army was put up to the Provl- 
sional President after Madero’s announce-~ 
ment about Villa. Madero in his answer 
referred to the future army of Mexico. 

“That army,” he said, ‘“‘ will be com- 
posed entirely of volunteers, and the in- 
surrectos now in arms will be taken in 
if they desire to enlist. There will be no 
convicts in the new Mexican army and 
conscription will be abolished.” 

Some one suggested that Gen. Bernardo 
Reyes, now on his way to Mexico from 
Europe, might be willing again to become 
Minister of War. 

“That never could be,”’ the Provisional 
President answered solemnly, while the 
expression on his face was a certain in- 
dication that Reyes can cxpect little in 
the way of office from the Mexican Gov- 


ernment to be. ; 

Madero was also asked what, in his 
opinion, would be the attitude of the 
Mexican Government toward the United 
States. He replied that it would be the 
most friendly possible. He added, how- 
ever, that while he was in favor of all 
legitimate investments, Gomestic or for- 
eign, he was not an enthusiastic advocate 
of what are known in the United States 
@s the trusts. 

When pressed to state the exact time of 
his departure for Mexico City, Senor 
Madero would not answer. He did say, 
however, that his route to the capital 
would be through Texas to Laredo, and 
thence down the main line of the National 
Railways of Mexico via Nuevo Laredo, 
Monterey, Saltillo, and San Luis Potosi. 
When somebody suggested that the ova- 
tions he would receive en route would

Corsala Surrendered by the Federals 
After Much Bloodshed. 

CULIACAN, Sinaloa, via Nogales, May 
18.—_News has just reached here of a 
t~elve-dav battle which has left the town 
ek eee ee ‘7 ; 

Corsala, in the mountains southeast of 
Culiacan, desolate. A force of rebels,

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NAVARRO AT FORT BLISS. 








Now Protected by Our Troops — El 
Paso Thought Unsafe for Him. 


Special.to The New York Times, 

EL PASO, May 18.—Gen. Navarro, the 
defeated defender of Juarez, was taken 
to the army post at Fort Bliss, two miles 
beyond this city, to-night, and fs now 
under the protection of the United States 
Army. Last Saturday morning Francisco 
Villa, the ex-bandit, who until his resig- 
nation this afternoon was a Colonel in 
Madero’s army, sent to Madero and de- 
manded that Navarro be turned over to 
him to be executed. Madero refused, and 
personally spirited Navarro to the Amerl- 
can side of the Rio Grande in order to 
save his life. 

Late to-night it became known that, 
owing to the feeling against Navarro be- 
ing so intense in Juarez, it was decided 
that he was not safe in the house where 
he has been in seclusion since his escape. 


During that time he has been under the’ 


protection of the’ El Paso pélice. This 
afternoon Gen. Villa, who it is said still 
craves the life of the aged Mexican sol- 
dier, came into El Paso at the head of 
a column Of his men and rode through the 
neighborhood in which Navarro was in 
hiding. 

To-night there was a conference partici- 
pated in by Col. Steever of the Fourth 
United States Cavalry, Mayor Kelly of 
this city, and a representative of the Mex- 
ican Government. Mayor Kelly is said 
to have given it as his opinion that the 
safest place for Navarro, now that Ma- 
dero is on the eve of leaving. Juarez fwas 
the army post at Fort Bliss, and in this 
opinion the others present concurred. 
Navarro, who is under parole, was con- 
vinced that the plan for his transfer to 
Fort Bliss was a wise one, and told Col. 
Steever he was ready to go. 

Accordingly, a detachment of cavalrymen 
rode into the city and escorted the Gen- 
eral to Fort Bliss, where he is now, and 
where he will remain until further orders. 

Gen. Navarro refused to be seen in nis 
quarters in Fort Bliss to-night.

Many Rebel Successes. 


Morela, the capital of Michoacan, is 
reported to have fallen. It has heen 
cut off telegraphically and by rail for 
three days. 

The fall of Torreon is a severe loss to 
the Government, owing to the amount 
of foreign capital invested in that sec- 
tion in the cotton, mining, and guayule 
rubber industries, which will make the 
danger of foreign complications great, 
especially as reports have it that a 
state of anarchy is reigning in Torreon 
and its vicinity. 

A small radius about the City of 
Puebla, including Atlixco, is still held 
and fs being bravely defended by 
Government troops, but the surrender 
of Atlixco is expected daily, while the 
opinion grows that Puebla will be oc- 
cupied without resistance. 

Reports to-day’from Atlixco and oth- 
er points near Puebla show the fight- 
ing to be as fierce as ever. The elec- 
tions for Governor of the State have 
been suspended indefinitely. 


Vera Cruz Likely to Surrender. 


The military commander at Vera Cruz 
has received a tetter from the rebel 
chief at the head of the forces in that 
vicinity advising him to prepare for the 
surrender of the city on Saturday. This 
gave rise to a report here yesterday 
that Vera Cruz was being besieged. Re- 
ports from the port this morning, how- 
ever, show that the letter is the only 
sign of the rebels within eight miles of 
the city. Nothing is known of their 
strength, but so general is the scare 
hat the military commander has agreed 
with the citizens that the place shall 
be abandoned if the rebels will agree 
not to. liberate the prisoners in San 
Juan de Ulloa, the famous prison on 
an island tn the.harbor, which is filled 
with the most desperate’ criminals from 
all parts of the republic. If these men 
were liberated great trouble would fol- 
low.

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Cruz, the passengers crowding the rail 
cheered for Madero. The cry was 
aken up by the workmen on the docks, 
and for thirty minutes the greatest 
confusion reigned, As the police tried 
to make arrests and stqp the disturb- 
ances the cheering on the boat was led 
by the dancer La Salerita. 

Coatepec, Vera Cruz, an important 
county seat, has been taken by eighteen 
men by a clever ruse. The men, led 
by the overseer of a neighboring haci- 
enda, had few arms. They rode their 
horses on the run to the county offices, 
and the leader, with a lighted bomb in 
his hand, threatened to blow up the 
county building unless all the arms 
there were delivered up at once. This 
was done in great haste, and then the 
leader dropped his bomb, which proved 
to be a cantaloupe, but as he was in 
pessession of all the arms he controlled 
the situation, and is still in possession. 

Municipal elections are now being 
conducted. A new political party, called

SAYS STOVER HID EVIDENCE. 


Counsel! for Mr. Parsons Sends Protest 
to Park Board. 


Andrew D. Parker, counsel for Samuel 
Parsons, Jr., sent yesterday to the Park 
3oard in time for its regular weekly meet- 
ing a letter accusing Mr. Stover of con- 
cealing tangible evidence that when Mr. 
Parsons quoted Prof. Milton Whitney of 
Washington as in his faver on the resoil- 
ing proposal he was correct. This is the 
letter:

RUSH TRIAL OF NEGRO 
CAIN, SLAYER OF TWO 


Ex -Convict, Though Badly 
Wounded, Will Live, So the 


Hospital Doctors Say, 








HIS VERSION OF THE FIGHT 





Police Say He Has Been Seeking Trou- 


ble Since His Discharge from Prison 
for a Murder in 1900. 





John Cain, the mulatto ex-convict, who, 
after a fight in a Sixth Avenue elevated 
train near 104th Street on Wednesday 
night, killed two men and wounded nire 
others, will be brought to trial as soon 
as possible, according to District Attor- 
ney Whitman yesterday. Cain is danger- 
ously wounded, with a bullet hole 
through his left lung, but he is expected 
to live, and the District Attorney said he 


would be indicted next Monday for the! 


murders of John Hall, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the Post Office sub-station at 
105th Street and Columbus Avenue, and 
of Saxson Surrell of 53 West 106th Street. 

After the indictment, Mr. Whitman 
said, no effort will be spared to send the 
negro to the electric chair, which he once 
escaped. This was for the murder cn 
June 23, 1900, of Richard Bell, a news- 
paper man who acidentally stepped on 
his foot in front of the Bijou Theatre. 

Ever since he was released from Sing 
Sing last Summer, according to the po- 
lice and the District Attorney's office, 
Cain has been looking for trouble. The 
character of the weapon he used and the 
manner in which he carried it are the 
grounds on which the police base this 
statement. The knife with which Tiall 
and Surrell were killed is about ten 
inches long, the blade being a little less 
than half its length. -rhne blade would 
shut back into the handle, but the police 
say Cain always carried it open in his 
pocket ready for use. The blade is keen 
as a razor, 2nd its back heavy and strong 
for the first three inches of its length, 
where it begins to taper. Its point is 
almost as keen as a needle’s. 

When Cain was searched in the West 
100th Street Station the police found a 
small leather sheath in which he carried 
the knife. Cain told Assistant District 
Attorney Rubin that he used the Knite 
for shaving. 

Believing Cain would die, Assistant 
District Attorney Rubin went to the Har- 
lem Hospital early yesterday morning to 
take the negro’s ante-mortem statement. 
This, in substance, is the negro’s ac- 
count of the fight: 

‘‘T was riding north on the elevated 
train, and when we were about at Nine- 
tvy-third Street, I lit a cigar and began to 
smoke. A white man told me to stop, and 
I told him it was none of his business. 
Then we had a fight, and he knocked tre 
cigar out of my mouth. About that time 
1 heard the motorman blowing his whis- 
tle .and I says to myself: ‘ This is a plot 
to get me.’ 

“When the train stopped at 10ith 
Street the man with whom I had been 
fichting got off first and wenteon down 
the steps to the street, and I behind him, 
though I was not trying to catch him 
or fight him any more. When I reached 
the bottom of the steps a poligeman 
[Lawler] grabbed me, and we struggled. 
Then I got out my knife and began cut- 
ting. I broke away from the policeman 
and ran east on 104th Street, cutting and 
stabbing at every one who touched me. 
I determined I would cut to pieces every 
one who bothered me, but not to touch 
any one who didn’t touch me. I did not 
bether any of the women who were pass- 
ma. 

The negro boasted that he had killed 
Bell, and that he had served a long term 
in Sing Sing, and his manner of telling 
it made the Assistant District Attorney 
think he was of unsound mind, or at least 
feigning insanity. 

‘““Whiie I was at Sing Sing,’’ said Cain, 
‘“‘T was watched by a great big electric 
machine which cost $30,000. It was made 
by Charlie Ross, the actor.’’ 

When Mr. Rubin aSked him more about 
‘Charlie Ross” and where he lived the 
negro said: 

‘* Well, it might have been Harry Ross.”’ 

The police have been utterly unable to 
find the man who started the fight with 
Cain, or even get a good description of 














him. Manisof had shot the negro to pre- 


vent his killing Eynon, who told the As- 
sistant District Attorney yesterday that 
his escape was almost miraculous. Cain 
was Striking right and left with his knife 
While Eynon was ‘trying to hold him 
down and wrest the knife from him. 

Cain nearly got Eynon’s pistol at one 
time, and it was this added danger that 
induced Manisof to shoot. 

Eynon’s uniform coat shows a clean- 
Cut horizontal slit on the right side just 
below the lowest rib. The cut does not 
go through the lining, the blade of the 
knife having been stopped by the heavy 
cover of a book of rules of a beneficiary 
order which Eynon had put in his pocket 
for the first time on Wednesday morn- 
ing. He congratulated himself on having 
joined an organization which not only 
would have protected his family in the 
event of his injury while on duty, but 
whose rule book actually saved him from 
& serious wound. 

Cain stoutly denies that he had or used 
a pistol, but Gustav Lindeblom of 910 
Columbus Avenue, who has two danger- 
ous bullet wounds, one over the heart 
and the other in the right breast, says 
Cain shot him. Lindeblom is the most 
Seriously wounded of Cain’s victims,: and 
Policeman De Graff next, but it was said 
at the J. Hood Wright Hospital last 


night that both have good chances to 
recover,

DEMOLISHES MYTH 
OF RITUAL MURDER 


Russian Jewish Lawyer Shows 
the Baseless Character of 
_the Old Story. 








COURTS DISPROVED LEGEND 





For Many Years After 1879 the Accu- 
sation Was Not Renewed, but Re- 
cently It Has Again Been Revived. 





ST. PETERSBURG, May 18.—The seri- 
ous situation which has arisen through 
the threatened massacre of Jews at Kieff, 
following the finding of the body of a 
boy under such circumstances as to stir 
up the cry of a ‘ritual murder,” has 
aroused the authorities in their endeavors 
to solve the mystery of the boy’s death, 
and in the meantime even the anti-Jewish 
newspapers admit that the reports ‘on 
which the agitation is based are for the 
most part not worthy of confidence. 

In an interview to-day M. Sliosberg, a 
leading Jewish lawyer, exhaustively re- 
views the history of the question of 
‘ritual murder,’’ as contained in the rec- 
ords of the courts of Russia and abroad. 
He says that hardly a year passes with- 
out a revival of the old myth at about 
Easter time in connection with the tem- 
porary disappearance of a& boy or a girl, 
or in connection with some untraced mur- 
der. The ignorant among the population 
become excited, and their excitement lasts 
until the case is cleared up.

'Farmer Husted Tells 12-Year-Old Boy 
the Gun Isn’t Loaded.

GREENWICH, Conn., May 18.—Fred 
Husted, a prosperous farmer, 46 years 
old, living in the northern part of Green- 
wich, where many New York men have 
large estates, committed suicide on 
Wednesday afternoon by persuading his 
12-year-old so0n to pull the trigger of a 
shotgun while the father looked into the 
barrel. 

Husted owned a farm of eighty acres op- 








ols of New York, and it is said he had 
lately refused an offer of $80,000 for 
the place. He devoted his whole time to 
his farm, and had recently paid off a 
mortgage, leaving the place free of debt. 
He had a family of five children, the 
youngest a babe, the oldest Lester, a 
boy of 12.

O'Gorman, ‘who has been elected to the 
United States Senate. 

The Senate Finance Committee, which 
for weeks has held up the nomination of 
two close personal friends of Gov. Dix, 
George C. Van Tuyl, Jr., as State Super- 
intendent of Banks, and James A. Holden 
as State Historian, lost no time in voting 
to confirm the nomination of Mr. Co- 
halan.. It was the first business the 
committee took up at its executive meet- 
ing this afternoon, 

The fact that the nomination of Mr. 


Cohalan was sent to the Senate the mo- 
ment the Governor learned of the con- 
firmation of his friends, after only 
tew minutes before he had told the news- 
paper correspondents at the Capitol that 
he had not yet fully decided who to ap- 





| point, was accepted in some quarters as 
|an indication that the nomination of Mr. 
, Cohalan was contingent on the confirma- 
ftion by the Senate of Mr. Van Tuyl and 
Mr. Holden. At the time the Governor's 
statement was made he was not aware 
that the Senate had acted favorably on 
his other two nominations. 

Mr. Cohalan will serve until Jan. 1 
next. It is generally believed in Tam- 
many circles that he jill be a candidate 
at the election next Fall for the place 
he will fill for the present by appoint- 
ment. Tammany members of the Senate 
were jubilant when the nomination of Mr. 
Cohalan was sent in, for it was known 
that while his claims had been strongly

COHALAN’S CAREER. 





As Handy in Tammany Politics as He

Shortly after his marriage to Hanna 
O’Leary, a distant cousin, about ten 
years ago, Mr. Cohalan left the Bronx 
to move into what is now the Thirty-sec- 
ond Assembly District, and was invited 
to participate in politics by State Senator 
James J. Frawley. His brother, John P. 
Cohalan, remained in the Bronx, and be- 
came State Senator. Justice Cohalan’'s 
marriage was the result of a romantic 
attachment formed after the visit of his 
wife to this country.

In 1908 he was elected Grand Sachem of 
Tammany Hall to succeed W. Bourke 
Cockran.

VAN TUYL CONFIRMED. 


Governor Wants’ Relations Between 
Department and Institutions Exposed, 








Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 18.—George C. Van Tuy], 
Jr., of Albany, whose nomination as 
State Superintendent of Banks to suc- 
eccd Orion H. Cheney has been held up 
in the Senate since May 1, was confirmed 
to-day. He will enter upon his new 
duties with instructions from Gov. Dix 
to investigate the existing conditions in 
the Banking Department, especially with 
reference to the relations between offi- 
clals of the department and banking in- 
stitutions which havyge.gone into liquida- 
tion recently. 

Such instructions were contained in a 
letter which the Governor wrote after 
Mr. Van Tuyl was confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. The Governor asks foc a report of 
the inquiry with such recommendations 
as the new Superintendent may deem 
proper. This action on the part of the 
Governor, it is believed, will put an end 
to the efforts which are being made to 
foree a legislative investigation of the 
Banking Department. Two resolutions 
providing for such an inquiry were intro- 
duced recently and are now in the hands 
of the Senate Finance Committee. 

A few days ago O. H. Cheney, the retir- 
ing Superintendent of Banks, sent to the 
Governor a letter in which he defended 
himself and his predecessor, Clark Will 
iams, in their efforts to protect the Car- 
negie Trust Company, and related at 
length the interviews which he had with 
Andrew Carnegie and others to prevent 
it from closing. In connection with the 
trust company It was charged that the 
Banking Department had permitted the 
company to accept deposits from the pub- 
lic after it was known that the company 
could not continue business. 

The Governor in his letter declares that 
the functions of the department are of 
vital importance to the public, business 
stability and prosperity depending in no 
small degree upon the integrity of those 
charged with the management of the 
banks and savings institutions, and then 
continues. 

I desire to say with all positive empha- 
sis that I shall expect you to administer 
the affairs of the Department of Banks 
with drastio thoroughness and impartiality 
and with a sole regard to the rights of 
depositors in the banks and savings insti- 
tutions of the State. 

You go into office unfettered and without 
obligation of a single pledge. I shall expect 
you to make thorough investigation into

The public is entitled to know all the 
facts relating to any institution that has 
solicited and received funds and savings of 
the people and then closed its doors. The 
banking law of this State must be admin- 
istered without fear and favor. I shall ex- 
pect you to at «ance begin investigations 
that shall be thorough and complete and to 
report to me the results of your labors 

with such findings and recommendations 
as shall seem proper. 

I have asked you to accept the office of 
Superintendent of Banks because of my 
appreciation of existing conditions and the 
urgent needs of the situation and my per- 
sonal knowledge it you are possessed of 
the requlsite ability, experience, 
and determination to correct evils that may 
have existed, or do exist, and to restore and 
establish complete confidence in the hon- 
esty and efficiency of the management of 
the banks and financial institutions in the 
State of New l am certain that you 
will not disappoint either myself or the 
pr aple.

But Gov. Dix, Controller Sohmer, and 
Tax Bureau Chief Favor a Return 
to Former Methods.

ALBANY, May 18.—With cash and se- 
curities mounting into millions driven out 
of the State as a result of the graduated 
inheritance tax enacted as a revenue 
measure last year, the legislative leaders 
are turning a deaf ear to the plea for a 
return to the old law made by Gov. 
Dix in a spccial message to the Legislat- 
ure and are preparing to enact a new 
sraduated inheritance tax law with sub- 
stantially modified schedules. 

State Controller William Sohmer, who 
as the principal fiscal officer in the ex- 
ecutive branch of the State Government 
has spent many anxious hours in an en- 
deavor to figure out how to make both 
ends meet, told the correspondent. of 
THE New YorK TiIMEs to-day that he 
entertained grave doubts, however, that 
despite the modifications in the law it is 
proposed to enact, it would halt the ex- 
odus of bonds and money to other States 
where the law for the taxation of de- 
cedents’ estates ig less rigid. For that 





reason he is in favor of a return to the 


Old law, and has told the Governor and 
the executive leaders, 

The article wnich appeared in THE 
TimMES this morning was read at the 
Capitol tu-aay with a great deal of inter- 
est. In a statement to TH Times that 
came from the Controller's office it was 
asserted that the article truly reflecteu 
the conditions tnat exist, as the Con- 
troller knew from sad experience. 

“Phere “is no doubt,’’ the statement 
ran, ‘“‘that the situation has been de- 
scribed with accuracy and without cx- 
aggeration in THE Times article,’ and ix 
Seems certain that unless sonicthing is 
done at once to meet it cash and securi- 
ttes will continue to seek shelter in other 
States and that the State of New York, 
now in need of every dollar that can be 
raised from any source of revenue, will 
suffer in proportion. 

“There is no doubt that the Legislature 
will act to modify the existing law. Just 
how has not been fully determined as yet. 
We have kept in this office a comparative 
Statement showing the revenues obtained 
under the old law and wkat would have 
been obtained under the present law had 
it been in force during the last two 
months of the last fiscal yéar. 

“There is no doubt that the present 
law, if it did not have the disastrous ef- 
fect of driving money and securities out 
of the State, would be a good revenue pro- 
ducer. But the mere fact that the.sched- 
ules were arranged hurriedly and much 
higher than necessary to produce the rev- 
enue it was estimated the new law should 
produce in excess over the revenues de- 
rived under the old law defeated the pur- 
pose for which the law was enacted. 

‘Our calculations, made on the basis of 
the available decedents’ estates during the 
two last months of the last fiscal year, 
showed that where the law was enacted 
to produce from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 an- 
nually in excess of the revenue from the 
old law, in fourteen counties alone—in- 
cluding New York County—the increase 
would have been $9,501,300. Of course, 
several estimates of extraordinary mag- 
nitude happened to be available for trans- 
fer tax purposes, and these entered into 
the calculations and swelled the total as 
well as the increase. 

Ex-Judge George W. McElroy, head of 
the Transfer Tax Bureau and an au- 
thority on inheritance tax matters, told 
THE TIMES correspondent that he had 
read the article with a great deal of in- 
terest, and that he knew from experience 
that it reflected the situation as it exists 
to-day. He is heartily in favor of a re- 
turn to the old law.

'Non-Union Man Names Detective 





Burns and Officials of National 
Erectors’ Association. 





IS HAZY AS TO DETAILS 





Alleged Confession Given Out from 
Union — Elliott Com- 
plains He Was Not Fully Paid, 


Ironworkers’

PITTSBURG, Penn., May 18.—The Inter- 
national Structural Iron and Bridge Work- 
ers, to offset the effect of the arrest of 
the McNamaras and Ortie Manigle in 
Los Angeles, to-night made public an al- 
leged confession by James Elliott of 2,349 
Bedford Avenue, this city. At the Labor 
Temple Elliott is said to have made a 
statement implicating Walter Drew and 
John Poushey of the National Erectors’ 
Association and Detective William J. 
Burns, saying that as an expert he was 
asked where to place dynamite to wreck 
eight structures for which he was to re- 
ceive $1,000, and that of this sum he had 
received only $150. He said he accom- 
panied them while they bought dynamite, 
which was handed to two strange men, 
and the following day the structures were 
blown up, 

The statements were made before Will- 
iam J. Kelly, President of the Iron City 
Trades Council; A. L. Collins, local Se@ 
retary of the Structural Iron Workers; 
H. W. Legleitner, National Vice Presi- 
dent of the association,. and was sworn 
to before J. W. Hague, an attorney and 
notary public. Eliott later repeated his 
story at Police Headquarters, after hav- 
ing been placed under arrest aS @ SUuS- 
picious character. 

Elliott alleges he was a union man un- 
til three years ago, when he worked as 
a non-union man, He said. when the 
National Erectors’ Association was or- 
ganized he was a non-unionist. 

He said he met John Poushey, who rep- 
resented the Erectors’ Association, in 
Room 1,101, Machesney Building, this 
city. The offices have since been re- 
moved to Room 403, in the same building. 
He alleges that he met there Detective 
Burns and Walter Drew, Secretary of the 
Erectors’ Association, through Poushey, in 
1907. Poushey recommended him 
expert erector, and a man who could tell 
them the weak paints of a structure. He 
said Le was promised $1,000 by Poushey 
for such information, but that he only re- 
ceived $150 in all, in small amounts. 
_Elilott alleges that Burns, Drew, 
Poushey paid him in turn. The last 
money he received, he said, was $15 
handed to him by a man in the Fourth 
Avenue Hotel here, who represented that 
he had been sent by Poushey. Elliott said 
he objected and ‘wanted $100, and that 
Bushey then told him that as soon as 
Drew came to town he would get that 
Sum. 

Elliott said that a year ago he was 
taken to a powder firm on Water Street 
here, from whom Drew and. Poushey 
bought a quantity of dynamite and some 
cartridges, paying $17. These were made 
up in two packages and taken back: to 
the office in the Machesney Building, and 
there the packages were handed to two 
strange men. 

Elliott had a hazy memory as to the 
dates and names of places dynamited. He 
said he showed Bushey and Drew how to 
blow up the furnace of the Corrigan-Mc- 
Kinney Company at Cleveland, and where 
to place the dynamite, Elliott having 
been chown a blue print of the furnace. 
He said that the next day the furnace 
was blown up. He also showed, he al- 
leges, where to place the charge under 
the Steubenville Bridge, and revealed who 
the watchmen were and where they lived. 
When questioned relative to the names of 
these men, he could only remember that 
a man named Bill Fortune was foreman 
of the structural work. 

Elliott also said he knew that the West 
Side Belt Railroad was to be blown up, 
and gave the officials of the Erectors’ 
Association information relative to it, but 
that they did not follow his advice. El- 
liott said he had given advice on eight 
dynamiting outrages. He said he had a 
conversation with Detective Burns in 
the Machesney Building one dav over a 
bottle of whisky, when Burns told him 
that if he could bring the Structural Iron 
Workers to justice it would be worth 
$100,000, and he would quit detective work 
forever. Burns is also alleged to have 
said in the presence of Poushey that if he 
did not have evidence against them he 
would manufacture it. 

Elliott's story is discredited, and after 
being circulated from the headquarters 
of the Structural Iron Workers became 
much twisted.

Steubenville bridge explosion referred to

took place on June 26, 1910. The Cor-

Abram I. Elkus, Congressman Goldfogle, 
and ex-Congressman W. S. Bennet spoke 
against certain forms of immigration re- 
striction last night before a large audi- 
ence at the Temple Beth-El, Fifth Ave- 
nue and Seventy-sixth Street.

Especially, Mr. Elkus contended, should 
illiteracy not be held against the Jewish 
residents of Russia and Roumania, where 
they are ignorant through no fault of 
their own, but because educational advan- 
tages are denied them. A restriction of 
this character might, he said, be more 
justly applied to natives of England, 
France, Germany, and other countries 
which have many public schools, He 
would deny citizenship to the alien, how- 
ever, no matter where he came from, 
until he had learned to read and write 
his own or some other language. 

Mr. Goldfogle and Mr. Elkus both men- 
tioned the delicate questions involving 
very precious human rights which the 
immigration Inspectors of Ellis Island 
often have to decide, and said that be- 
cause of the small salaries paid it is im- 
possible to get suitable Inspectors for the 
task.

Big Ships Filled, but Smaller and 
Older Ones Are Not—Fares May Drop. 


In spite of the allurements of the Brit- 
ish coronation, the exhibitions in Rome, 
Turin, and Milan, and other attractions 
abroad this Summer, first cabin passenger 
traffic has not yet reached the level of the 
last two seasons. 

New, big like the Mauretanfa, 
George Washington, Amerika, and Adri- 
atic,are going away with full cabins, but 
the older and smaller ships, of the type 
of the Campania, Philadelphia, and Ma- 
jestic, have gone away this month with 
comparatively few first-class passengers, 
which is very exceptional in May. 

The choice cabins, of course, have all 
been booked, but berths can be obtained 
on practically every ship leaving from 
now on, which has not happened before at 
this season, The tourist agents, to whom 
are allotted a certain number of cabins 
in January, have cancelled in many cases 
fully 50 per cent. of their holdings.

Prominent merchants of New York and 
large corporate concerns employing thou- 
sands met yesterday in.the first con- 
ference on the subject in the offices of 
the Merchants’ Association to declare ua 
systematic warfare against loan sharks. 
They decided that the time has come 
when reforms are imperative in the rela- 


‘tion between emplover and employe. They 


egreed that exverience has demonstrated 
that discharging the victim of a loan 


; Shark’s greed doesn't help but really hin- 


ders the task of ridding the community 
of the shark, and that opposition to his 
Claims against the. employe is the only 
proper answer for the empolyer to make. 

The employers pledged themselves to 
work for the enactment of more rational 
loan legislation, and to install, wherever 
practicable, co-operative savings and loan 
associations, whose funds will be at the 
call of all employes on a company’s pay- 
roll in case of trouble, sickness, or other 
legitimate need for money. By this means 
cut down the 
zone of the loan shark’s operations,

Fifty Years Ago 825 Marched Away 
to War—Foskett Fought Through 
the Struggle.

Shortly before he was to join the line 
of veterans in the parade of the Four- 
teenth Regiment of Brooklyn yesterday, 
commemorating the fiftieth anniversary 
of their departure for the front, William 
Foskectt, who was 77 years old last Sep- 
tember and lived at 66 East Third Street, 
died on the Mansion House porch in 
Hicks Street in the midst of comrades 
who were waiting for the parade to form. 

A group of veterans was seated on the 
porch of the hotel, which was the head- 
quarters fon the veterans who had come 
from out of town to join in the parade, 
Foskett seemed to be as strong as any 





of those who were recounting tales of the 
days when the regiment was known as 
the “Red-Legged Devils.”” Suddenly he 
fell back in his seat and the color jeft his 
fave. His companions carried him into 
the hote!, supposing he had fainted from 
excitement. But he did not recover con- 
Sciousness, and before medical aid could 
be summoned he had died. 

One of his comrades, seeing that he 
Was dying, ripped from his own breast 
the war medal of the Fourteenth Regi- 
ment and pinned it to the dying veteran's 
coat. 

The news of Foskett’s death did not 
reach the reviewing stand, where the fam- 
ilies of the veterans were seated, unti] a 
few minutes before the head of the parade 
had arrived. Three of his daughters were 
in the stand. 

The old soldier’s death reduced the nume- 
ber of the veterans who were to march to 
91, out of the 825 who marched away to 
the front fifty years ago. Foskett served 
through the entire war, reaching the rank 
of First Lieutenant. He was born in 
England and is survived by four daugh- 
ters. 

The Fourteeenth Regiment, in full dress 
uniform, paraded as escort to the ‘‘ Red- 
Legged Devils.’”’ Col, John H. Foote come 
manded. The regiment led the parade. 
Then came ex-officers of the regiment, 


followed by its Spanish war veterans and 
the QOitizens’ Committee, and then the 
civil war veterans in carriages. Outside 
the armory in Bighth Avenue the vet- 
erans passed along the line, while the 
regiment stood at attention, and the 
parade was dismissed. Last night there 
was a special ‘camp fire”’ dinner’at the

sort of commuters. Few riders want to 
go from the Bronx further than to the 
Battery. The interests of that large 
fraction of city traffic would be best 
served by the completion of the H sys- 
tem in Manhattan, abandoning further 
offensive operations in Brooklyn. Simi- 
larly, few passengers from Brooklyn 
want to go above Fifty-ninth Street in 
Manhattan. Their interests would be 
best served by the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit executing its original offer, and 
not conducting wasteful and unservice- 
able competition with the Interborough 
in the Bronx. This would give to both 
classes of traffic a nickel fare for their 
accustomed rides, with the alternative 
of an additional fare for occasional 
rides. The Bronx to Coney Island route 
would give an occasional long ride fer 
_ @ nickel, but would give inferior facili- 

- les for a daily ride. By building and 


operating in this manner each system 
would be relieved of the surplusage in 
its bid which is burdensome to it and 
of disproportionately small benefit to 
anybody. 

This reduction of competition would 
be, in fact, stimulation. of ‘travel 
through the offering of larger facilities 
at less expense. There is no sense in 
competition for the sake of competition, 
and because the competitors dislike 
each other, and are disliked by many of 
their patrons. That is not business. 
Col. WiILiLIaAmMs merely echoes Mr. 
SHonts in his earlier declaration that 
he will never compromise. And Mr. Mc- 
ANENY rivals both in the vigor of his 
denials that he is party to any gentle- 
men’s agreement to divide territory, 
lessen expenses, and increase facilities. 
Compromise under a blanket, and & 
gentlemen’s agreement for the exploita- 
tion of the public, are fit only for such 
repudiation. 

Nobody would dare avow himself in 
favor of it, and everybody would resent 
the settlement of his business behind 
his back by a private arrangement. The 
only compromise which would be feas- 
ible if made would be one which upon 
public considerations should make the 
best selection from both bids, for the 
sake of neither bidder’s selfish inter- 
ests, but for the realization of benefits 
not available from either bid as an cn- 
tirety. Compromise is a matter of give 
and take. Each has something which it 
can give, and something which it can 
take, by agreement and co-operation 
rather than by hostilities for the sake 
of hostilities. And this is just as true 
of the city as of the rival bidders. The 
transit business ought to be business, 
and not war.

THE TARIFF ON NEWS PRINT PAPER 

The full report of the Tariff Board 
upon pulps and news print paper 
Strikes the reader at first glance as 
highly informative and helpful in work- 
ing out the country’s economic prob- 
lems. The document covers 128 printed 
pages, including eighty-seven tables 
and two charts. That mass of material 
will require careful digestion and may 
be subject to qualification. Eighty per 
cent. of the print paper output of the 
two countries was investigated, thirty- 
eight print paper mills out of sixty-five 
in the United States were covered. The 
computation deals with approximately 
1,200,000 tons of news print paper pro- 
duced in 1909 in a total of 5,196,398 
tons of paper of all kinds. The paper 
schedule is regarded by tariff experts 
as comparatively simple when consid- 
ered in relation to the wool and cotton 
and chemical lists. 





Yet news print pa- 
per, which has engaged the attention 
of the Tariff Board since last Septem- 
ber, requires no inconsiderable part of 
the study which the many items in the 
paper schedule must receive before the 
Tariff Board can furnish to the Presi- 
dent figures of cost sufficlently accu- 
rate to challenge criticism. The wide 
range of information expected from the 
board will exceed the grasp of most 
minds. While the report gives many 
interesting tabulations, it* fails to re- 
move from dispute the question of cost 
of producing a ton of news print paper, 
because {t has not determined or ascer- 
tained in concrete form the cost of pro- 
duction in a modern United States mill 
under normal conditions, as compared 
with the cost in a Canadian mill under 
similar conditions. Such figures would 
be controlling. The board also ignored 
the extra cost of transportation from 
Canadian mills to American consumers, 
which cost averages $1 per ton. Con- 
sumers will argue that the figure of 
the lowest cost United States mill, 
which is $24.50 per ton, when compared 
with the lowest cost Canadian mill, 
amounting to $24.97 per ton, a differ- 
ence of 47 cents per ton, should be ac- 
cepted as a demonstration of the su- 
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pertority of the United States milis, 
and that no protection is needed by 
them, 

The manufacturers are prepared to 
argue that the manufactures of all the 
mills in the two countries should be 
taken for comparison, and that these 
figures show a lower cost ($5.35 per ton) 
in Canadian mills. Averages of cost, 
like percentages, are frequently decep- 
tive. The board supplemented its av- 
erage cost figures with important data 
upon the age and efficiency of the ma- 
chinery used in the mills of the two 
countries, all of which would tend to 
show that the more modern equipment 
of the Canadian mills will justify the 
apparent difference in average cost and 
will support the contention that the 
lowest cost mill in each country should 
make the standard and that the Gov- 
ernment should not put a premium 
upon antiquity in machinery. All of 
the Canadian mills are equipped with 
papermaking machines of American 
manufacture, The Canadian machines 
have an average age of seven years. The 
American machines average twelve and 
seven-tenths years, The Canadian ma- 
chines are wider. They run faster and 
produce an average of 81 tons every 
twenty-four hours, against an average 
of 27.8 tons on machines in American 
mills. 

The Tariff Board effectually pictures 
the labor protection fallacy. The av- 
erage cost of labor in all the Canadian 
mills is only 8 cents less than that in 
all the American mills, yet Congress 
had retained a duty of $3.75 per ton 
upon news print paper, obviously in 
the interest of labor. Users of news 
print paper in the United States paying 
$55,000,000 a year have been taxed over 
$4,000,000 per annum because of an 
apparent difference of $96,000 in the 
cost of labor. The study of hours of 
labor by the board shows that in the 
lake States none of the employés work 
three shifts to the day, or eight hours 
each. All of them work on the twelve- 
hour basis, whereas, in Canada, the 
two-shift workers and the three-shift 
workers are reported in about equal 
numbers. 

The three-shift system is well es- 
tablished in the Eastern States. The 
United States mills have an average 
advantage of $1.40 per ton of paper 
in coal, finishing materials, adminis- 
tration expense, and miscellaneous op- 
erating expense. The cost of repair 
labor and of lubricants is the same in 
mills of both countries. The lesser 
cost felts, wires, screens, belting, man- 
ufacturing labor, and water power ag- 
gregate only 51 cents per ton. The 
total cost of converting wood into 
paper in modern mills {8 less in the 
United States than in Canada. There 
is an obvious advantage for substan- 
tially all the United States mills, old 
and new, outside of the ttem of wood. 
wherein the Canadian mills have an 
apparent advantage approximating 
$4.50 per ton of paper. The serious 
problem now confronting Congress in 
the ratification of the reciprocity pact 
{is concentrated on pulp The 
Canadian province authorities, not the 
Dominion heads, have determined to 
deprive the American paper mills of 
@ supply of that material. They be- 
lHeve they can force the American 
paper industry to move to Canada. The 
paper clause of the treaty seems to 
meet that situation in the only way 
that offers a promising and Immediate 
solution of an ugly complication.

WANTED-—A HEAD OF POLICE. 

The letter to Mayor Gaynor from 
Civil Service Commissioner James 
CREELMAN, charging Police Commis- 
sioner Cropsry with violating the civil 
service law and with disobeying the 
Mayor’s orders by appointments of po- 
licemen irregularly chosen from the 
eligible list, is a signal, doubtless, for 
the resignation or removal of the Po- 
lice Commissioner. Who will succeed 
him? Will it be JoHN McCuLuaas, 
formerly Chief of Police, by way of 
compliment to the uniformed officers 
and their ‘fidelity and efficiency ’’? 
Is it to be Chief Magistrate McApoo, 
who has been an efficient Police Com- 
missioner and has achieved added dis- 
tinction in reorganizing the police 
courts? Or will it be Mr. FLYNN, who 
found his headship of the Bureau of 
Detectives a “thankless job’? 

Whomever the Mayor wishes to ap- 
point, he may pause, before accepting, 
to consider the tenure of the Police 
Commissionership and the present con- 
dition of the force. The Special Grand 
Jury, investigating the complaints of 
citizens that the police are not check- 
ing crime in this city, finds that the 
town is “overrun with hoodlums and 
gangs,” that certain districts are not 
being protected by the police, and that 
burglaties and larcenies have increased 
in great volume. There is a “ gap” 
between the uniformed police and the 
detective system, through which the 
disorderly elements of the city rush 
with impunity. The comparative sta- 
tistics of crime have not been kept ac- 
curately by the department. But the 
jury finds “that the Mayor and those 
responsible to him are reorganizing the 
Police Department, with a view to im- 
proving it and to ridding it of the oc- 
casions of criticlsm which, hitherto, 
have existed.” 

A. City Administration stands or falls 
according to the conduct of its Police 
Department. Mayor Garnor’s Admin- 
istration has not been conspicuously 
successful in its management. of the 
police. We think he realizes this. The 
Commissioner who is to succeed Mr. 
Cropsny might face the situation with 
courage and determination to help the 
Mayor recover lost ground, and proceed 





to @ vantage point of successful con- 
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duet that would bring distinetion to 
his government of the elty, But a mo- 
ment's consideration of the tenure of 
his office would be disconcerting, It is 
not alone the fact that each of his 
predeceasors, since the Commissioner- 
ship was created, has remained in office 
but a little over a year and a half— 
three and one-half years less than the 
term prescribed by statute—and that 
the office has become regarded as the 
“ graveyard of reputations.” The very 
fact that he is @ temporary head of a 
permanent force, himself removable for 
any cause, or without cause assigned, 
destroys his practical efficiency. After 
the resignation of Commissioner Mc- 
Apoo, Dec. 31, 1905, he expressed in 
his book, “ Guarding a Great City,” his 
belief that the Commissioner’s tenure 
of office is its “‘chief source of weak- 
ness.”” The men of the department are 
there for life, and they know it; they 
cannot, be dismissed without a trial, 
reviewable by all the higher courts, 
with the chances of reversal in their 
favor. Commissioners come and go: 

A Commissioner has no sooner 6n- 
tered on the performance of his duty 
than the department begins speculat- 
ing as to how long he will remain, 
who are behind him, how does he 
stand with the political government of 
the day, who will be his successor. 
His official life is a plaything of the 
moment. He is a King on sufferance 
—a temporary head over a permanent 
body, a General in command of an 
army Hable to be removed before the 
last order he has given is carried out, 
the most powerful officer in the city 
in what he may do for or against the 
public welfare, with a weaker hold on 
his office than the man who scrubs 
the steps of the station house. If he 
inaugurates a new rule, those who do 
not lke it will give it a faint obedi- 
ence, with a knowledge that its author 
is likely to be removed before it has 
become effective. If he starts a re- 
form which is antagonistic to some in- 
terest, he may expect that those who 
would suffer by the new policy will 
at once begin to work for his removal 
or forced resignation. The police force, 
therefore, look upon no new policy, or 
any innovation which conflicts with 
their own fdeag as to what they should 
do, as a permanent or fixed thing. All 
reforms necessarily have their oppo- 
nents, and any opposition endangers 
the tenure of the Commissioner. The 
more original, radical, honest, and 
earnest he its, the less likely he ts to 
remain in office. The elements of op- 
position will gather force, beget unity 
and organization, and the pressure on 
the head of the City Government will 


become too great. 

He adds that, in his judgment, there 
will be no lasting reform of the Police 
Department until this defect is rem- 
edied. The Commissioner should have 
@ longer term, and should not be re- 
movable “except upon specific charges 
after a full, fair, and impartial trial 
before the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court.’ In the beginning, an 
honest and able man must be selected. 
The police force, assured of a perma- 
nent head, would cease to be turbulent 
and would be likely to yield its opinions 
to the orders of its commander. That 
alone would prove of immense advantage 
for a successful administration. The 
city would put up with him, if he be 
an honest Commissioner, and would 
give him a chance to make lasting re- 
forms. If he should be weak, incapable, 
and dishonest, which is not at all likely 
if the Mayor use care in selecting him, 
a legal trial would put him out. But 
no effective power to do good was ever 
lodged in an official without equal 
power to do evil. The Commissioner 
must b@ trusted in his Commissioner- 
ship, and that he will not abuse his 
office, 

The “ Gaynor charter” contains many 
things that prevent its being regarded 
as a good charter. It lacks many 
things that ought to be embodied in a 
good charter. Mayor GAYNoR would 
find it easier to persuade an able, hon- 
est, and efficient man to accept the 
Police Commissionership if the charter 
were amended by providing that the 
Commissioner should have a substantial 
tenure of office. 





HARKING BACK TO BULWER. 

It is a significant fact that, an Eng- 
lish play being required to exhibit, as 
a courtesy to the visiting Kaiser, the 
skill of the foremost actors of the Lon- 
don stage, {t was mecessary to fall 
back on an admittedly antiquated 
comedy by BULWER. “Money,” in 
some respects, is less of a living work 
than ConGREVE’s “The Way of the 
World” or BEAUMONT and FLETCHER’s 
“Rule a Wife and Have a Wife,” an- 
tiques prized as literature which would 
never be selected for theatrical re- 
vival. But the contemporary drama- 
tist uses material sparingly, and 
spreads out his passion and humor 
very thin. He cannot hope for “star 
casts.” 

The. distribution of the rdOles in 
“Money” at Drury Lane this week 
included nearly all the leaders of 
contemporary British histrionism, 
WrywpHaMm, TREE, HARB, BovurncHrEr, 
ALEXANDER, MAUDE, HAwtTRY, BISHOP, 
BEVERIDGH, and EDWARD TERRY. Yet 
we may be sure the cast was no 
stronger or more effective than that 
at the Haymarket in BULWER’s era 
when’ MACRHADY, ANDDRSON, and WprB- 
STmER were associated with many act- 
ors of fine skill who never dreamed 
of the rewards of starship. How the 
platitudes, the moralizing, the out- 
worn devices, the faded theatricalism 
of ‘‘ Money” must have struck an au- 
dience used to SuHaw, PINeERO, and 
GALSWORTHY, not to mention Issmn, 
we can well imagine; yet we may be 
sure that the old play still “acts” 
well, that the comedians had parts in 
which they could ‘ get their teeth.” 

Playwrights no longer devote five 
long acts to a demonstration of the 
familiar adage that the love of money 
is the root of all evil, but it fs ques- 








tionable if many of them, with al 
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their sthartness and contempt for 
tritenéss, reach ‘any better conclusion, 
BULWBR was,;exactly abreast of his 
own times, a man ef prodigious talent, 
and while we muet admit 
‘‘ Money,” Ike “ Richellou” and " The 
Lady of Lyons,” belongs te a past age, 
it must also be admitted that the 
present age, in spite of its devotion 
to the theatre, has little or no acting 
to compare with that of BuLw»r’s 
day, and few plays which tend to de-

That the now regularized bandit was 
angry and jealous is plain enough, but 
what he wanted, apparently, was merely 
to make a. scene, expressive of those 
emotions. Having done it, he went back 
across the line much relieved. Col. 
GARIBALDI took the matter lightly and in 
what he said about it excused his enemy 
as an excitable man whose unstable 
temper had been utilized by secret plot- 
ters to bring discredit on the insurrecto 
army. That's as may be. The Italian 
realized, of course, that the Mexican 
rebels, feeling now no particular need of 
his services, would be inclined to meas- 
ure very carefully the amount of glory 
that came to him because of those serv- 
ices, and that they would naturally re- 
sent any intimation from foreign sources 
either that they could not, or that they 
did not, win their victory without help. 

As for Col. Vitua himself, he is one of 
the dangerous weapons that the leaders 
of revolutions so often consider them- 
selves forced to use, tolerating their 
faults in the day of need and doing what 
they can, after that day has passed, to 
minimize the consequences of having fol- 
lowers hard to control. The most sig- 
nificant feature of the episode, like that 
of the’ more serious one in which Gen. 
Orozco played his part the other day, 
was the revelation of skill and tact in 
meeting it. Naturally, the insurrecto 
forces are hard to manage, but as yet 
one or another of the Manv™Ros has met 
each exigency as it srose and they have 
maintained their ascendency over the 
fighters. Their foreign legion has been 
an element of atrength in battle, but it 
is an element of weakness at other times. 

Jealousies exist in other armies, and 
their importance should not be exag- 
gerated. Moreover, all wars bring to 
light primordial passions; that is one 
reason why Gen. SHERMAN'S definition of 
war was correct. 





Not Really 
Bent on 
Slaughter. 


Whatever else may be 
said about or against 
the automobile, it does 
not lend itself readily 
to concealment of dc- 
partures from the path of rectitude and 
sobriety. To the departures themselves 
it does, unfortunately, lend itself only 
too readily, but in innumerable in- 
stances it has punished them with a 
stern severity, and not infrequently the 
peralty it exacts is death. 

The doubly fatal accident near Chester, 
N. J., this week i'lustrates what is likely 
t> happen when automobiles are used for 
reprehensible purposes, and though many 
another ‘‘joy ride’’ of much the same 
sort comes to no such tragical end in the 
destruction of both lives and reputations, 
such terminations are frequent enough, 
it would seem, to give the motor car some 
recognition as a teacher of caution, if 
not as an engine of reform. Innumerable 
proofs, indeed, have been given that the 
automobile and alcohol—except possibly 
as a fuel—will never be safe associates. 
Even with all his senses at command, no 
man has more than he needs to guide an 
eutomobile, and the mortality among 
@runken drivers, amateur and profes- 
sional, is so high that the elimination of 
that class will be a matter of not many 
years. They are thoroughly unfit and 
therefore their survival is impossible. 

With every automobile accident, too, 
goes publicity, for the wrecked machine 
cannot be concealed and rarely can those 
who have brought or accompanied it to 
destruction, complete or even partial, 
hepe to hide their injuries, if they escape 
with their lives, and it is extremely well 
for the victims, alive or dead, not to have 
any secrets the revelation of which will 
be unpleasant for themseives, their fam- 
ilies, or their friends. Just how much the 
automobile has already done in the way 
of keeping yeople “straight’’ in half a 
dozen important respects is not and can 
not be disclosed by any available statis- 
tics, but it must have had some influence 
in that directicn—mere, probably, than 
any other vehicle yet invented. 


Automobiles 
Punish 
and Reform. 


Mayor GAYNOR, with 
characteristic -resent- 
ment of every charge 
brought against New 
York, denies that it 
has a “Death Avenue” and presents 
figures indicating to his mind that the 
street to which that unpleasant name 
has been-long fastened is, if not the safest 
in the city, at least far from being the 
most dangerous. 

Of course, the Mayor thinks his figures 
are correct, and possibly, even probably, 
they are, but it is to be doubted if they 
convince many people besides himseltr 
that Eleventh Avenue has been cruelly 
slandered. Those with which he com-

Deadline Between What Corporations 
May and May Not Do Should Be 
Defined In Tobacco Case. 





James M. Beck, who has taken part in 
Many of the cases arising under the 
Sherman anti-trust law and who was: 
formerly Assistant Attorney General of 
the United States, made this comment 
yesterday upon the Standard Oil decision: 

“The greatest tribunal in the world, 
after deliberating for more than a year 
and writing an opinion of 20,000 words, 
has failed in any tangible way to inter- 
pret a law which business men must, 
under the peril of possible imprisonment, 
infallibly interpret from day to day ada 
occasion arises. This in itself justifies 
& grave doubt as to the policy of a law 


which yields so little to judicial interpre-"' 


tation. If the Supreme Court, after 
twenty-one years, cannot tell the business 
men of the country what is ‘ reasonable’ 
and what is ‘unreasonable’ In the come 
bination of energy and resources, it is 
clearly oppressive to require laymen to 
do so. 

‘It is tnconceivable that the Supreme 
Court did not wish to help in a situation 
which has grown intolerable. It could not 
have willingly allowed the country to 
flounder around for another decade in a 
quagmire of doubt and uncertainty, If 
Chief Justice White cannot define what 
is ‘reasonable,’ in the matter of thé co- 
operation of capital, then no one can, for 
the Supreme Court has had few, if any, 
Justices of more acute understanding or 
luminous power of statement since John 
Marshall. 
that the law is insusceptible of exact and 
tangible definition, and, if so, the statute 
deserves the condemnation of every righte 
thinking man, for it is or ought to be in- 
tolerable in a free Government that the 
liberty, the property, and the reputation 
of men should depend upon a statute at 
whose real meaning neither the Exece- 
utive, the judiciary, the bar, nor the 
press can do more than guess. 

“The decision unquestionably has @ 
temporary sentimental value in relieving 
the business of the country from the 
greater incubus of a doctrine which held 
that all agreements in restraint of com- 
petition, whether reasonable or unrea- 
sonable, were unlawful and _ criminal. 
But have we in any other 
emerged from this fateful morass? Have 
we done more than slowly mové in @ 
circle and as a result are we not now 
precisely where we were when, in 1898, 
James C. Carter argued the joint traffic 


cases? We now know that the law does 
not forbid reasonable restraints of trade, 


but who is now wiser as to what under: 


the Sherman law a restraint of trade is? 
At common law this legal phrase had a 
well-defined meaning, but who can say 
with any certainty that it has the same 
meaning or indeed any 
the Sherman law? What is a 

ble’ restraint, on the one hand, 
what an ‘unreasonable’ upon the other? 
What are the tolerated ‘normal’ meth- 
ods of industrial development, and what 
the proscribed ‘abnormal’? What are 
undue restraints and which are to be 


classified in the spirit of ‘sweet reason- - 


ableness’ as ‘due’? 3n these rospeci,- 


after twenty years of forensic litigation, - 


public discussion and political agitation 
we are little wiser than when the law 
was passed. In the ‘meantime industry 
languishes and trade is paralyzed, while 
the business man like Sisyphus waits and 
waits to hear what he may do and what 
he may not do, only in the end to come 
out ‘by the same door wherein he went.’ 

“TI cannot share the exuberant op- 
timism with which some Mark Tapleys 
have welcomed the qualification of the 
statute by the word ‘reasonable.’ It 
leaves too much to executive caprice. I 
think that President Taft was right in 


his message of January, 1910, that to apply ‘ 
SO vague a term to concrete cases in the - 


regulation of se vast and complicated a 
matter as modern industry is to put an 
intolerable burden upon the judiciary. Nor 
can the law be impartially or effectually 
administered by permitting the Executive 
or the judiciary to draw ethical lines as 
to the so-called ‘good’ or ‘bad’ trusts. 
The Sherman law is not a code of ethics, 
but the formulation of an economic pol- 
icy. This policy, whatever it is, cannot 
be impartially administered by regarding 
the so-called ‘good’ trusts with immu- 
nity and denying the so-called ‘bad’ 
trusts equal rights in combining their 
energies and resources. The decision just 
announced necessarily gives a fruitful op- 
portunity for Executive caprice and polite 
ical tyranny, for primarily the Executive 
must determine the ‘sweet reasonable- 
ness’ of each combination, and the hand 
of arbitrary power is thus placed at the 
throat of business. 

“Fortunately for a few years we will 
have a high-minded Executive, who will 
not willingly abuse such power. But 
after him, will it be the deluge? In @ 
case decided in 1888, the late Justice 
Brewer held that if a law made it an of- 
fense for a railroad to charge an ‘un- 
reasonable rate,’ it would be void for 
want of certainty. ‘for no penal law’‘can 
be sustained unless its mandates are so 
Cleatly expressed that any ordinary per- 
son can determine in advance what he 
may and what he may not do under it.’ 
He likened such a statute to a section 
of the Chinese Penal Code, which pun- 
ished any one who was guilty of ‘im- 
proper conduct.’ Under the Sherman 
anti-trust law, as now interpreted, ig? 
ital may not be combined to engage in 
inter-State commerce unless the _  inei- 
dental restraint of trade is ‘ reasonable,’ 
but ts there a living man, whether law- 
yer or layman, Judge or prosecuting of- 
ficer, who is now able to state under 
what circumstances the co-operation of 
Capital is ‘reasonable’? Let us fervently 
hope that in the Tobacco case the dead 
line of the law, which separates the per- 
mitted from the inhibited, may be clearly 
defined, for what the American business 
man needs jis certainty. 

‘“‘Is there not a tendency in this coun- 
try to confuse realities with word sym- 
bols? We use expressions like ‘ restraint 
of trade’ and ‘reasonable’ much ag the 
Collector in Nicholas Nickleby spoke of 
the ‘unities of the drama,’ but exactly 
what the phrases mean no one Can ex- 
plain. To me the situgtion promises little 
but further forensic controversy and 
political agitation. The legal profession 
will doubtless flourish and the engravin 
companies, which print certificates o 
stock, will likewise work overtime, but 
will the business interests of the country, 
after a temporary flourish of enthusiasm, 
really make much progress through this 
legal morass? In the meantime Germany 
and England, in fostering the unification 
of capital and facilitating economic agen- 
cies. are more flourishing than in vears, 
while our Nation, with its unequaled nat- 
ural resources and its energetic and am- 
bitious workers, is floundering in a quag- 
mire of obscure legal phrases.’”’

Presbyterians Class Him with 
Christian Statesmen and Hope 
Time Will Bring More. 





DR.CARSON MADE MODERATOR 





Brooklyn Clergyman Chosen at the 
Annual Session of the General As- 
sembly After a Bit of a Storm. 





ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 18.—A 
tribute to Gov. Wilson of New Jersey as 
a ‘‘Christian statesman’’ was delivered 
here to-day before the 123d annual ses* 
sion of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church of the United States 
on the Iron Pier by the Rev. Dr. Charles 
Little of Wabash, Ind., the outgoing Mod- 
erator. Dr. Little pleaded for the exac- 
tion of a sincere adherence to the princi- 
ples of the Presbyterian faith from candi- 
dates for the clerical office and for the 
unity of all refurmed churches adhering 


to the Presbyierian system. 


The Rev. Dr. John F. Carson, pastor of 
the Central Presbyterian Church of 
Brooklyn, was elected Modcerator. Dr. 
Carson received 454 votes on the second 
ballot, and the Rev. Dr. Mark A. Mat- 
thews of Seattle, Wash., received 318. 
Four hundred votes were necessary for 
election. Dr. Carson's election was made 
unanimous. ' ' 

The election followed a spirited contest, 
in which the campaigning methods of 
supporters of various candidates were 
bitterly attacked. The Rev, Dr. W. Fran-- 
eis Irwin of Louisville, Ky., who nom- 
inated the Rev. Dr. Frederick Hinnitt of 
Danville, Ky., said: 

‘A man who asks you how many votes 
you have dined up for your candidate in- 
sults the Presbyterian Church. This is 
a fine frenzy of sectional differences.’ 

Dr. Hinnitt received 126 votes on the 
second ballot. ‘ 

The Rey. John R. Davis of Philadelphia, 
who nominated the Rev. John R. Dixon 
of Trenton, N. J., said: 

“We came here without a\brass band 
campaign because we believe such work 
a disgrace to a church of which Christ 
is the head.”’ 

In his address Dr. Little said that 
many ministers had the reforming, cru- 
sading spirit of Elijah, while others have 
the spirit of the peace-loving, harmoniz- 
ing prophet lisha Both types of men, 
he said, are needed in the ministry. 

“The minister is burdened with eco- 
nomic questions,’’ he continued. ‘** Chil- 
dren are oppressed; sweat shops are 
numerous: tenement houses need ventlia- 
tion; injustice in wages must be rebuked; 
disease must be arrested; sanitary laws 
enacted. and the world reclaimed. Such 
men only should be elected to office who 
will be “’air-minded, true, with a passion 
for righteousness. These are the condi- 
tions which constitute the vision of many 
a preacher. 

OAs the sou] of Paul was stirred within 
him at Athens so his soul is stirred 
and he summons the church to its duty 
mankind. From the pulpit he goes 
down into the week with the mantle of 
Elijah and with his spirit, pleading for 
civic righteousness and National reforms.

A GENERAL CHEERING UP 





No Excuse for Belng Blue, Although 
Things Were Pretty Biue in 
the Meeting Hall. . 





Alas, it was pitiful, near a whole city full, 
Home had they none. 


These are the words of the deathless 
bard. Out of this sentiment sprang full- 
fledged from the head of L. J. Wing in 
February the idea of starting a home 
that should serve as a gathering placé for 
the lonely livers of homeless lives in this 
dreary metropolis. And from this idea 
sprang the Less Lonely League, starting 
with some twenty-five members, who 
since then, under the shelter of the nur- 
turing Mr. Wing, have grown more or 
less lonely. 

Last night the Less Lonely League held 
its first entertainment outside its home 


at 57 East 126th Street, to enjoy a “* musi- 
cale and dance for the less lonely’’ in 
Duryea Hall, Seventy-second Street and 
Broadway. The .prospectus announced 
that the league had a embership of 
“eighty-four cultured people.’’ Mr. in 
confessed to reporters, however, that i 
had eighty-seven members. ho were 
the uncultured three remained a fast se- 
cret throughout the evening. 

The aims and hopes of the Less Lonely 
Leaguers might be toward more sociabil- 
ity and jollity, but the printed prospectus, 
the circulars explaining the aims of the 
league, the programme of the evening, 
the furnishings of the hall, and the dress 
of the league’s President, Mrs. E. R. 
Taylor, were all frankly and unmistaka- 
bly blue. 

Mr. Wing and Mrs. Taylor, the co- 
founders of the Less Lonely League, were 
themselves somewhat of that hue spirit- 
ually when they talked to reporters 
about 8 o'clock, the hour scheduled for 
the beginning of the entertainment, for 
only about twelve of the 200 chairs in the 
hall were occupied at that hour, and Mr. 
Wing and Mrs. Taylor spoke largely con- 
cerning the threatening weather, the late. 
ness of ‘‘the season,’ and the like. Mr. 
Wing helped speed the dragging mo- 
ments also by explaining how he had hit 
upon the idea of being less lonely and 
starting a club for the less lonely broth- 
erhood and sisterhood. He was sick of 
boarding and wanted to live. He wrote 
about his plight to one of the papers: 
other lonely ones wrote to him. And so 
the league began. 

Since that memorable day in February 
when it was organized in the 126th Street 
house (given free for a while by a friend 
of Mrs. Taylor) it has grown greater,

Elections to Date Valid Because 


Stockholders Ratified Them.

learned yesterday that its policy holders 
are not entitled to vote for Directors ana 
that the amended charter providing for 
the choice of twenty-eight out of fifty- 
two Directors by the policy holders is 
void. This was made known to the Dit- 
rectors in a cOmmunication from Stats 
Superintendent of Insurance Hotchkiss 
inclosing an opinion from Attorney Gen- 
eral Carmody, who so construed the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals in the 
Lord case of 1909. The effect of this de- 
cision, the Attorney General holds, is to 
leave the sole voting right in the hands 
of the stockholders. 

This point was discussed by the society 
soon after the Lord decision was rend- 
ered, and at that time it was arranged 
that at future annual meetings the choice 
of the policyholders for Directors should 
be ratified by the stockholders. By this 
arrangement the Directors would stand 
elected by the stockholders alone should 
it be held that the effect of the Lora 
decision was to invalidate the vote orf 
the policyholders. Thess dual elections 
took place at the annual meetings in 190v 
and 1910, under regulations of the State 
Insurance Department and under the in- 
spection of a representative of the de- 
partment. 

Were it to be definitely held, In keep- 
ing with the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, that the policyholders in the 
Equitable have no right to vote, the 
choice of all Directors would fall back 
upon the stockholders, and thus the pur- 
pose of the 1906 amendment of the Equl- 
table’s charter would be frustrated. The 
object of that amendment was to place 
the selection of a majority of the fifty- 
two Directors in the hands of the policy- 
holders, leaving the stockholders only a 
minority of the board. 

Mr. Hotchkiss has been insisting on the 
full mutualization of the Equitable, bur 
the Directors have not seen thelr way 
clear to acquire the society's stock onthe 
terms named on behalf of J. P. Morgan, 
who owns 502 shares out of the 1,000 
shares makin he society’s $100,000 
capital.

Letter from Hotchkiss. 


In his letter to the Equitable Society, 
which was also sent individually to each 
of the Directors, and which was made 
public by the department yesterday, Su- 
perintendent Hotchkiss acknowledges re- 
ceipt of a list of nominees for Directors 
recently filed by the administration of 
the society as candidates for the 1911 an- 
mual meeting next December. This list 
and a proxy committee were named at a 
meeting of the Equitable Directors on 
April 20. In his letter Mr. Hitchkiss 
Bays: 

This Gepartment has long been and Is 
emphatically for the complete mutualization 
for your company. Not for what has been 
described by it as ‘‘a cross-breed that has 
not been cast out by the courts ’’—the plan 
provided by your 1906 amended charter, 
whereby twenty-eight of your Directors were 
to be chosen by policy holders, and twenty- 
four by stockholders—but a plan whereby 
each policy holder of one year’s standing 
and in at least $1,000 in amount may not 
only have the right but be invited and 
urged to express his choice for all Direct- 
ors, in person, by proxy, or by mail. Clear- 
ly, however, if under your amended charter 
your policy holders have no right to vote 
for all Directors, your company should not 
longer assume to do a vain thing. 

The facts have, therefore, been laid be- 
fore the Attorney General, that this depart- 
ment might be advised as to its duty in the 

remises. Inclosed you will find the opin- 
on of that officer. 

The Attorney General finds that euch 1906 
amendment to your charter is illegal and 
void; hence that your policy holders are not 
—and therefore as @ consequence never have 
been—entitled to vote for Directors. Pursu- 
@nt to his advice that ‘‘ the Superintendent 
of Insurance should not recognize any pro- 
cedure looking to that end,’ the certificates 
of nomination above referred to are hereby 
returned unfiled. Your company will also at 
once discontinue the preparation of lists of 
policy holders, the making of which involves 
@ considerable expense, and which, were 
fection 94 applicable, would be filed here 
next month. 

After the Directors’ meeting President 
Day of the Equitable issued a statement 
which said this: 

Counsel for the society have niways been 
of the opinion, and still are, that policy- 
holders did not, as a result of the Lord de- 
cision, lose the right conferred upon them 
by the amended charter to vote for Direc- 
tors; and that the only effect of that de- 
cision was to uphold the right of 
holders to vote for aj] Directors. (It will 
be recalled that the amended charter at- 
tempted to take from stockholders the right 
to vote for a majority of Directors.) But 
in any possible view, the Directors for 
whom policy holders have veted have a 
clear titie to office, as ever gince the Lord 
case was decided the choices of policy hold- 
ers for Directors have been ratified and 
confirmed by a vote of the stockholders. 
Discussion of this question, however, is 
more academic than practical, because Mr. 
Morgan in ! deed of trust requires that 
the majority of the Directors shall be policy 
holders of the society, selected in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the policy holders.

Attorney Generals Opinion. 
Attorney General 
read in part: 


The amendment to the charter did not 
purport to provide for the participation of 
Stockholders in the election so far as the 
twenty-eight Directors were concerned. The 
amendment excluded such participation, and 
no further amendment has been made since 
the decision of the Court of Appeals. 

In the absence of an amended charter 
permitting it, there is no authorization for 
the election of twenty-eight Directors by 
joint vote of the stockholders and policy 
holders. The objection on the question is 
gaid to be silenced by permitting the policy 
holders to vote and thereafter declaring a 
ratification of their action by the stockhold- 
ers. This provision is entirely outside of 
the law. : 

The decision of the Court of Appeals held 
the amendment to be invalid and void, and, 
although it also held that the amendment, 
so far as it permitted the policy holders 
to vote, was a proper exercise of power, 
yet, coupled as it was with the disqualifi- 
cation of stockholders, it was invalid. 

I believe that the portion of the amend- 
ment that is held to be illegal cannot be 
gtricken out, and the remainder be per- 
mitted to stand, for the reason that the 
echeme of the amendment is so altered that 
the entire. amendment must fall. For this 
geason I believe there is no amendment in

TAKEN FOR HARLEM BURGLARS 


Two Men and a Woman Against 
Whom Many Crimes Are Laid. 


Two men and &@ woman were locked up 
in the East 126th Street Police Station 
yesterday afternoon, the man charged 
with burglary and the woman, in whose 
flat, the police say, was found 1,000 
worth of hats and jewelry, as a suspicious 
person. The police believe the men have 
committed many burglaries and are re- 
sponsible for the numerous thefts that 
have been reported from all parts of 
Harlem recently. 

Tho arrest of the trio resulted from an 
attempt which two men made yesterday 
to rob the home of Mrs. Emma Drake, at 
24 West 122d Street. The police say that 
Mrs. Drake identified the prisoners as 
the men who had tried to rob her.

Sailor followed the men on his bicycle.

The men sepa- 
rated and the boy chased one until Po- 
liceman Batto of the East 126th Street 
Station caught him. In the station he 
said he was Edward Endelman of 127 St.

MUST BE CHANGED 


Hotels In Times Square Also Af- 
fected by Street-Widening 
Plans Now Approved, 








TO SHIFT SUBWAY KIOSKS 





Sidewalks’ Encroachments In Other 
Parts of the City to Go — Dispute 
Over Forbidding Them In Future. 





The Board of Wstimate yesterday ap- 
proved plans for street improvements, 
which call for the removal of sidewalk 
encroachments and the widening of the 
roadways in various parts of Manhattan. 
One of the principal districts affected is 
Times Square, in which all the encroach- 
ments will be removed along Seventh 
Avenue and Broadway, from Forty- 
second to Forty-seventh Street. This 
will mean the tearing down of the stoops 
at the Cadillago Hotel and the Hotel 
Astor, and the remodeling of the en- 
trances to the Astor, Gaiety, Criterion, 
and New York Theatres. ; 

The entrances to the Times Square Sub- 
way station are also to be rearranged. 
The kiosks in front of Shanley’s old res- 
taurant are to be removed, the entrance 
going through the new building which is 
to be put up on the property; those in 
front of the Hotel Knickerbocker are to 
be placed back beside the bullding, ard 
@ new entrance is to be constructed at 
the southwest corner of Forty-second 
Street and Seventh Avenue, and the kiosks 
also placed next the buildings. 


Other sections in which the encroach- 
ments will be removed are: Lafayette 
Street, between Great Jones Street 
and Astor Place; Broadway, be- 
tween Twenty-fourth and Thirty-third 
Streets, and West Thirty-second 
Street, between Sixth and Seventh 
Avenues. The roadways in the first two 
sections will also be widened. Resolu- 
tions affecting the following districts were 
considered, but action was postponed at 
the request of the property owners con- 
cerned; Fourteenth Street, between Third 
and Sixth Avenues; Fulton Street, be- 
tween Broadway and William Street; Ann 
Street, between Park Row and William 
Street, and Park Row, between Ann and 
Spruce Streets. 30orough President Mc- 
Aneny is considering following up this 
work in several other sections. 

The resolution introduced by Borough 
President Miller of the Bronx, prohibit- 
ing the erection of sidewalk encroach- 
ments in the future throughout the city 
was again taken up by the Board, but 
action was postponed on objection from 
President McAneny. 

**I understand that 
Counsel has ruled that 
the permits for these encroachments is 
illegal,’’ said President Mitchel of the 
Board of Aldermen, who presided at yes- 
terday'’s meeting. 

“I don’t want to do anything Illegal,” 
replied Mr. McaAneny, ‘ but I don’t see 
why we should do anything about this, 
Why not leave the matter as it stands?” 

‘I don’t see what objection you have 
to the passage of a resolution which 
merely condemns an illegal act,” con- 
tinued Mr. Mitchel. 

Mr. McAneny persisted tn his opposition 
and the matter was laid over for two 
weeks,

PLAN TO ADMIT STATE BANKS. 


Benefit of Aldrich Law Extended to 
Them on Fixed Conditions. 


Plans by which existing State banking 
institutions may be enabled to national- 
ize or participate in the benefits of the 
Aldrich law for the eStablishment of Na- 
tional Reserve Associations have been 
completed by the special commiitee of 
the American Bankers’ Association, and 
have been submitted to Vice Chairman 
James B. Forgan of the association’s Cur- 
rency Commission. The committee con- 
sists of Festus J. Wade, Sol Wexler, My- 
ron TI. Herrick, Joseph T. Talbert, and 
John Pertin. Its reports permit State 
banks, “upon approval of the Executive 
Committee of the National Reserve As- 
sociation, to subscribe to the capital stock 
of the National Reserve Association in 
the Bame manner and under the same 
conditions as prescribed for National 
banks.’’ 

The proviso is ‘‘ that it shall have and 
agree to maintain against its demand de- 
posits a reserve of like character and 
proportion required of a National bank 
in the same location.’’ 

It is provided further “that HMabllities 
for deposits payable beyond thirty days, 
and for savings deposits Subject to notice 
of sixty days or more Bhall not be 6sub- 
ject to the reserve requirements provided 
for demand deposits.” 

EROS ORY the Same provisions are rec- 
ommended in the cass of trust companies, 
with the modification that such institu- 
tions shall have an unimpaired surplus 
of not less than 20 per cent. of capital, 
and if located in a city of 25,000 or less 
shall have a paid-up capital of not less 
than §100,000,

COMMERCIAL IDEA ASSAILED 





Banks In Annual Convention—Presl- 
dent Hanaman Says Surplus Require- 
ments Are: Misunderstood. 


Interest rates on deposits, surplus prob- 
lems, and the proposed amendments to the 
laws affecting savings banks were the 
chief topics' of discussion at the nine- 
teenth annual convention of the Savings 
Bank Association, held yesterday at the 
Chamber of Commerce, at which 140 sav- 
ings banks of the State were represent- 
ed. Although the free discussion of a 
uniform reduction of interest dividends 
from the 4 per cent. rate and the consid- 
eration of the bills introduced by Senator 
Grady for the regulation of surpluses 
took place in executive session, it was 
apparent from the tenor of the speeches 
in open meeting that the sentiment of 
the majority was strongly in favor of @ 
reduction in interest rates if-it could be 
brought about. 

No action was taken at~ the executive 
session on the interest rate to be declared 
for the midsummer period, the question 
being thus left open for the individual 
banks to settle. A resolution was adopted 
calling on the Committee on Legislation 
to incorporate in its bills ‘‘some provis- 
ion which will be adequate to provide a 
proper increase in the surplus of the sav- 
ings banks of the State.” 

Another resolution was passed oppos- 
ing the Grady bill in {ts present form and 
urging that ‘‘ no action be taken upon thé 
same at this session of the Legislature 
owing to the fact that the session is too 
far advanced to permit deliberate action.’’ 


Surplus and Interest, 

President Charles B. Hanaman in his 
address took up the present problems of 
surplus and interest rates and the ques- 
tion as to whether the surplus was to be 
computea@ upon market or investment 
values. He referred to the earnest efforts 
made a year ago to bring about a gen- 
eral reduction in interest rates and the 
reservation of a large portion of earnings 
for surplus funds and commended those 
institutions which had taken the initiative 
in reducing interest from 4 to 8% per 
cent. He said that the failure of a large 
number of the banks to follow suit might 
be blamed on a misunderstanding of the 
real import of the term “ surplus.”’ 

‘For practical purposes,"’ he said, “‘ the 
forms may be reduced to investment 
value surplus and market value surplus. 
Investment value surplus is in large 
measure an earning surplus and repre- 
sents the portion of invested assets which 
are in excess of the Hability. 

‘**But in time of stress when securities 
must be sold to meet the demands of de- 
positors, it at once gives place to that 
margin of safety which is represented by 


the selling of the securities at the mo- | 


ment. This brings us to market value 
surplus. This surplus can be estimated 
from time to time with sufficient ac- 
curacy to furnish a basis for calculating 
a factor which will act as a reasonably 
accurate gauge of the security of the de- 
positors’ money. 
The Time for Generosity. 

“In an institution where the law re- 
quires that the assets shall be kept in 
invested form, and where there is no 
capital or stockholders’ liability, a mar- 
gin of safety or guarantee fund built up 
Sg & portion of the earnings is a neces- 

‘I am well aware that when securities 
Again appreciate in value our market 
gauge of solvency will ascend the scale, 
and then will be the time to be generous 
with our interest dividends. 

‘It seems to me that the only justifi- 
cation for the existence of the trustee or 
mutual savings bank is that it should af- 
ford greater security to the depositor than 
it is possible for the commercial bank to 
offer, and this cannot be the case if the 
importance of the surplus is not more 
highly regarded than the interest rate.” 

He said that the fact that a bank was 
earning the highest rate of interest paid 

is 0 The depositor wanted 
security above all things, and that to se- 
cure this it w&s necessary to apply from 
earnings sufficient to offset the shrink- 
age in market value of securities. 

. Phe cry for high interest rates,” said 
he, does not come from the legitimate 
depositor, but from the investor and spec- 
ulator, who is your depositor Only for 
the sake of the income that your mis- 
taken generosity is giving him at the ex- 
pense and risk of the frugal poor who 
desire to use your institution properly— 
that is to say, for the accumulation and 
safe keeping of their hard-earned sa+-~ 
ings; and no one, rich or poor, should 
have enough money at any time in a sav. 
ings bank for the income to be an object. 


Advocates a New Law. 


“Recent experience:has shown. that the 
commercialism which has developed in 


| the management of our institutions can 


be controlled by nothing less than a law. 
And while I deeply regret that the warn- |

is that have been given by conserv- 
ative members of this association, by at 
least two successive Superintendents of 
the Banking pepertinent, and through 
the public prints by such members of our 
Commonwealth as are interested in pre- 
serving the gy soa ge character of 
our institutions; while I say I deeply re- 
gret that these warnings have failed to 
Cause this association to take the initi- 
ative in placing such a law on our stat-

He saia that ap- 
plied to last year’s figures the bill would 
require the savings banks to carry in- 
stead of the $9,000,000 reserve of last year 
reserves of $38,575,000, which would mean 
a loss of income amounting to $1,125,000. 

Ex-Congressman WilHam G. Combes, 
President of the Brooklyn Savings Bank, 
blamed the commercialism of the banks 
for the criticism to which they have been 
| subjected. 

The Views of Mr. Chehey. 


Bank Superintendent Cheney spoke 
briefly of the surplus problem, saying: 

“‘It seems to me to be very feasible to 
require that a savings bank having a 
market value surplus of & to 10 per cent.
